War's Beginning 
We usually celebrate the ends of wars. not their be­ 
ginnings. An exception is Patriot’s Day — April 19 — and 
even til is is officially observed in only two states, Massa­ 
chusetts and Maine. 
It is a curious fact that just four days after the dead­ 
line for paying our less than beloved income taxes, we com­ 
memorate the beginning of a war that was started by men 
who, among other things, didn’t want to pay taxes - - at 
least, not without their own representatives in Parlianu ut 
It began in the mists of early morning on April 19. 1775. 
when TOO British troops, marching toward Concord, M ass., 
to seize stockpiled am is and powder, were intercepted on 
Lexington common. There. 77 hastily assembled farmers 
heard the immortal words of their leader, fellow farmer 
John Parker: 
“Stand your ground. Don’t fire unless fired upon. But 
If they mean to have a war. let it begin here.” 
In the 188 years that have passed since that day, the 
face of America has been completely transformed. Yet Lex­ 
ington, Concord and the area around Boston preserve enough 
of their rustic beauty to enable one to imagine bow it was 
on that fateful day. 
The road between Hie towns is paved, of course, and 
there is a refreshment stand at Concord Bridge. Still, it is 
not too difficult to visualize how it was — those booted men 
in homespun, the outraged British soldier in his flamboyant 
coat of red, the crackle of musketry, the acrid smell of 
burned powder.

Lindane can be 
substituted at the same dosage of 
BHC. 
MSU entomologists say to wet 
the foliage, particularly the bad 
areas, and drench the leader, the 
entire main stem, and 
the root 
collar area.
